danger of the guarantee pact, which 


was the subject of debate, is that it 
is based upon force, he declared. 
H erriot urged the commission im ­

pended. 
“ Hut arbitration must not be 
a trap for nations of good faith,” he 
added.

child laborers between the ages of lh 
and 16, one-fifth of all their children 
of that age.

On nearly all the test plots the 
copper carbonate treatment lessened 
the damage from smut, but on only 
a few plots did it give effective con­ 
trol, according to the report of Dr.

Liming Treatment Will 
Increase Yield of Corn 
Liming for legumes has become such 
a common practice thnt the idea is 
often held that these crops are the ! 
only field crops that will respond to 
this treatment. 
It Is, of course, true 
that sweet clover, alfalfa and red 
clover, will not grow profitably on sour 
soils and lime Is often necessary to 
establish them. 
Few other field crops 
; are so sensitive that they fall with­ 
o u t lime, hut though they may not fall 
utterly without this treatment there 
I are some that profit by It. 
Among 
these crops Is corn. 
On 18 fields of the Missouri experi­ 
ment station where one and one-half 
tons of lime were used every six years 
In the rotation of com, oats, wheat 
and clover, the increases In bushels 
I of com per acre as a result of liming 
I go as high as 7.9 bushels with an av­ 
erage of 3.02 bushels. With a conserv­ 
ative price of 60 cents for corn, this 
gives a net profit of si cents per 
year on a dollar Invested. 
Surely at 
the rate of SI per cent profit, one 
need have no great hesitation In call­ 
ing attention to lining for corn as 
well as to liming for legumes, especial­ 
ly when the effect from lime may be 
partly lost, since it goes on to the 
ground ahead of the wheat and two 
years pass before the eorn comes 
round in the rotation.

"L arge quan tities of eggs are now 
preserved by first dipping in hot oil to 
see! Ute ;>ores in Hi** shells and are 
then Im m ediately placed in cold stor­ 
age. 
Then- Is n«* objection to the prac­ 
tice, but re e e n tly .it has been found 
that a num ber of egg concerns have 
been treating lites** eggs on removal 
from Storage so as to give them the 
a p p e a ra n ce of having b**en Just laid. 
"The tre a tm e n t to remove th** tell­ 
tale oil gloHs consists in ‘m anicuring’ 
the shells with a blast of fine sand or 
in treating them with a bath In an 
alkali solution, after which they arc 
dried and rubbed with French chalk 
or talc.

HERE 


Age and Size of Fowl to Be 
Operated On Are of Great 
Importance. 


(Prep are d by t h o United States D e p a r t m e n t 
of Agriculture > 
Within the last few years the busi­ 
ness of producing capone has grown 
rapidly in this country, and increas­ 
ing 
numbers 
of 
capons .a rc 
being 
raised in the middle western states. 
During Hie w inter months capon is 
regularly quoted in tile markets of 
the large eastern cities. 
Massachu­ 
setts and New Jersey are the great 
centers for the growing of capons, 
while Boston, New York, and Phil­ 
adelphia are the Important markets. 
Time Not Important. 
The time of year when caponizing 
should be performed, so far as the ef­ 
fects of the operation and the rapidity 
' and ease of healing are concerned, 
I is of little Importance. 
Tile capons 
seem to recover and do well at any 
j time. 
Certain 
other 
considerations, 
however, do influence the time, says 
the United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture. 
The age and size of Hie 
I cockerel are very important. 
As soon 
a s the cockerels weigh one and a 
half to two and a half pounds, or 
when two to four months old. they 
should be operated upon.
